Hundreds of voters will pour 
into Memorial Auditorium Satur- 
day afternoon for the annual town 
meeting. 

When Moderator Charles G. 
Hatch raps the gavel at 1:30 p.m., 
those interested voters will begin 
consideration of budgets and spe- 
cial articles valued at nearly 3'% 
million dollars, of which the 
Finance Committee has recom- 
mended slightly over three million. 

Some town officials feel that 
the meeting should move rapidly, 
accepting, in most part, the re- 
commendations of the fiscal watch- 
dogs. 

However, it has not yet been 
determined whether the Town 
Employees’ Association will ac- 
cept the 2% percent wage increase 
approved by the Personnel Board, 
or take its case for an eight per- 
cent raise to the floor. If debated 
thoroughly, this article alone 
could throw the predictions of 
speed out the window.

prise of veteran political ob- 
servers. 

Elected were Eugene A. Uer- 
nardin Jr. and Willian Stewart, 
three year terms; Philip kK. Allen 
and James VD. Wilson, two years; 
and Edward P. Hall, one year 
term. 

Most self-styled experts had 
freely predicted an easy victory 
for Sidney P. White, who sought 
re-election to the Board. But Mr. 
Stewart staged the upset of the 
election, defeating White by 11 
votes. 

In the two-year term, Mr. Wil- 


son’s margin over incumbent Wil- 


liam V. Emmons, and a field of 
current office-holders, also has 
been termed an upset.

In the past 10 years, 
student enrollment in the 
tory sciences, within the 
work of a balanced liberal arts 
curriculum, has increased 30 per 
cent. New honors courses have 
been added that lead to special 
college board tests written to 
measure readiness for sophomore 
courses in college. Furthermore, 
Andover’s faculty reports ‘‘a lively 
increase of interest in extra- 
curricular science activities and 
in individual projects in radio, 
astronomy, electronics, and natural 
history.’ 


Designed to meet the require-

science, as well as classrooms, 
and a large lecture hall with 
demonstration and projection 
equipment, the building will pro- 
vide rooms for various science 
clubs and smal! individual lab- 
oratories. 


Execution of these plans, it is 
believed, will permit the adminis- 
tration to give ‘‘a sound general 
education in science to each And- 
over boy and a challenging special 
opportunity in science to inter- 
ested, gifted students who will be 
the scientists of the future.”’

tive Arts Center, to be constructed 
at an estimated cost of $850,000.

“‘The Academy is seeking to 
give every boy, not just the priv- 
ileged few, the excitement and 
deep satisfaction of creating some- 
thing of his own, of inventing and 
carrying out his own idea. Crea- 
tive thinking is the same sort of 
mental activity, of course, whether 
it is in the arts or the sciences.

‘«*We, the undersigned, request 
that unfluoridated water be made 
available to those persons who, 


for reasons of health or other 
reasons, do not wish to take 
fluoride. 

“**Could the tap at the Abbot 


well be turned on at certain stated 
times so that we and others could 
get water as it comes from the 
well before the fluoride is added 
to it? 

‘We thank you for your 
sideration of this request.’’ 
“This was the petition addressed 
to the Board of Public Works, 
signed by 70 persons and delivered 
on Feb. 16. On Feb. 19, the 
Townsman reported a substantially 
different request for unfluoridated 
water denied by the Board. Pos- 
sibly there were two such re- 
quests. If there were not two, 
presumably the Townsman story’s 
reference was to our request and 
its disposition by the Joard. If 
this is the case, evidently there 
is misunderstanding about our 
request. We, who were among the 
signers of the petition delivered

Raytheon Will 
Renovate Filters 


An improvement to the water 
system that was first recommended 
in 1945 will be accomplished this 
year if town meeting approves an 
$80,000 appropriation for water 
main extensions. 

The line will run from Elm st. 
to Haverhill st., providing addi- 
tional water for all of Shawsheen 
Village. 

Approval has been given to the 
article by the Finance Committee, 
according to announcements from 


that group. 
Back in 1945, when the Weston 
and Sampson water survey was 


published, this water supply was 


recommended as an_ immediate 
step. But the work was never 
done. 


Camp, Dresser and McKee, the 


town’s present consulting en- 
gineers, have again urged the 
construction, which they point 


out is needed before distribution 
problems can be tackled in Shaw- 
sheen Heights and in other sec- 
tions of the Village. 

The Village is a network of six- 
inch water mains at present, the 
engineers point out, with the ex- 
ception of a single 10-inch main 
from No. Main st. to just east of 


Stirling st. It is into this main 
that the proposed 12-inch main 
would feed. 

The report suggests that two 
.problems must be solved when 


considering the Shawsheen picture 
— getting an ample supply of water 
to the Village first, then distri- 
buting it properly. The suggested 
new main is the answer to the first 
problem, according to town of fi- 
cials and the engineers. 
Raytheon To Use Less 
Meanwhile, it has been learned 
that the Raytheon Manufacturing 
Co. in Shawsheen has decided to 
completely renovate the filter 
plant at the Shawsheen River, 
thus cutting its use of town water 
as much as 65 percent.
